of stockholders, and as the c o rp o ra l on is not organized for a political pur­ 
pose, the directors have no legal rig h t to divert funds w hich they hold in 
trust to the advancem ent of their o w n political view s. 
But the president 
does not stop there. 
“ A s to individual contributions, h e virtually recedes from the position 
taken in a form er m essage. 
H e s a y s : 
‘L et individuals contribute as they 
desire; but let us prohibit in effective fashion all corporations, etc.' 
He 
is on record as insisting upon p u b licity as to individual contributions; w hy 
surrender that contention? 
W hile it 
is em inently proper that corpora­ 
tions should be forbidden to contnbu te, it is also im portant that the con­ 
tributions made by individuals sh ould be known. 
A fter the recent elec­ 
tion in N ew Y o rk the published rep orts of the com m ittees showed that 
M organ. R ockefeller. Carnegie and 
others contributed large am ounts to 
the republican cam paign fund. 
It is im portant that these contributions 
should be known, and it is still m ore im portant that they should be known 
before the election ” 


It takes m oney to run a cam paign, and it is not im probable that the 


president has found that publicity as to “ private” donations 
puts 
his 


party in the hole because men like M organ, R ockefeller and others suffi­ 


ciently “ w ell fixed” to take from their ow n “ j cans” what no longer m ay 


be taken from corporate coffers, do not care to “ dig” if the public m ust 


know the source and object of their generosity. 
It doesn't m atter w hether 


it is M r 
M organ or his railroad corporations that contribute; it doesn’t 


m atter w hether it is Mr. R odgers or Standard O il that “ loosens up” to 


the republican or the dem ocratic party.
